Pat Harrison, chairman

Harrison, who led the congres­

Roosevelt’s tax policies at the last 
session, served notice he will op­ 
pose any effort to 
re-enact 
the 
high rates of the old undistributed 
profits tax at the next session 
His announcement presaged re­ 
newal of the tax tight when 
the 
next session meets 
in 
January. 
Senate revision of the 1938 rev­ 
enue bill, including drastic changes 
in the tax on undistributed profits 
and on capital gains, resulted 
in 
President Roosevelt’s allowing the 
act to become law 
without 
his 
signature. 
Harrison, reviewing the 
fiscal 
prospects for the next session, pre­ 
dicted a new tax bill will be nec­ 
essary 
Harrison also looked for 
con­ 
tinuance of nuisance taxes, due to 
expire June 30, 1939, which raised 
approximately 
$400,000,000 
to 
$500,000,000 a year. 
He said if tax collections 
next 
March 15 indicate congress 
has 
removed the inequities of the old 
undistributed profits tax, the pres­ 
ent modified principle of the tax 
probably would be retained. If the 
collections indicate the inequities 
have not been removed, congress 
may revert to the old flat corpor­ 
ation tux, he raid. 
Harrison oposed the undistrib­

reductions 
were 
made effective Aug. 15, and at that 
time several county courts notified 
the state commission 
that 
they 
would be willing to employ one or 
more of the persons released 
in 
order that the work of the 
local 
Social Security offices be 
m ain­ 
tained on the present basis. 
“The action of these counties in 
volunteering to assist in this em ­ 
ergency was recognized 
by 
the 
state commission with the follow­ 
ing statem ent; 
“Several counties have recogn­ 
ized the seriousness of the situa­ 
tion locally, and have offered to 
pay the salaries of some of 
the 
persons who have been 
released 
for the rem ainder of the year. The 
state commission has been advised 
that the county courts of St. Louis. 
Cole, Cooper, Clay, Moniteau and 
Morgan counties ore m aking pre­ 
parations to pay the salaries 
of 
one or more of the 
persons 
re­ 
leased, in order that the 
Social 
Security program in these coun­ 
ties m ay continue on its

basis. 
It is hoped that other coun­
